A TRIP TO DENMARK: 


Travel broadens the mind, so the saying goes. Some cou- 
ntries have customs and standards of living so different 
from the United States, that the traveller always feels 
an outsider. Denmark is not like that; the local people 
are very friendly towards the North Americans and: espec- 
ially the British. From the Almanac, Denmark's per cap- 
ita income is $12,956 (1980; the United State's per 
capita income is $8,612 (1978); so prices on average are 
at least at Bay Area levels. Most people speak some En- 

glish. 


For a reciprocal licence, send an application with the 
data below to: Radiotekniske Tjenste, Tilladelsessek- 
tionen, Islands Brygge 83C, DK-2300, Kobenhavn S, Den- 
mark.
